Although according 
tothe Authority we bad, we promiſed not only a Pardon, bur 
likewiſe a Reward to him that ſh:uld Confeſs in Truth, 

When Edward Perre was before us, we ſhewed bim the 
Letter Directed to j/liam Timfiall, warning him to be at 
the Congregation in London the 24th. of April lait, which he 
owned to be his hard writing, but asto the Deſign of the ſaid 
meeting, he denies that he knows of any other then thar of 
Chooſing an Oſhcer ro {end abroad. 

To William Ireland likewiſe we ſhewed ſome Letters and 
Papers ( found among thoſe that were ſeizzd ) which he owns 
to be his hand, but denfes that which was fent to }/inſor to 
Mr. Lennyficld, which he ſaid was forged.

When we had done with theſe three Priſoners;- we ſent fot 
Mr. Edward Coleman, who being brought before us z We pur 
him in mind that when the day before, when he was charged 
by us for forged pretended letters in the Name of His Royal 
Highneſs, be then told us that if any ſuch Lerters werethat 
they were not forged; we therefore now ſhewed him a drauglit 
of a Lettey to be Gin to Father Olrvs, which he owned to be his 
hand and ſaith that it was from her Royal Highneſs the Dutch« 
eſs, and that be prepared it by ber Order. ; 


We then ſhewed him a Letter drawn as fromHis Royal High- 


neſs to father Le-Cheſe 3 which he likewiſe owned to be his 
hand, aud thathe ſhewed it to His Royall Highneſs} But thar 
His Royal Highneſs reje&zdit,and he confeſt he had no Order 
from His Royal Highneſs to prepare it, but that be did it up- 
on his own head. : 

Being aſked whether he delivered a Letter to His Royal 
Higbneſs from father Ferrier, be ſaid Sir, William Trock- 
morton brought it, and he ſaid he is ſure he delivered one Ler= 
ter from Feyricy to His Royal Higbneſs, and ſaith His Royal 
Highneſs was acquainted with his Cotreſpondence with Fer- 
rier ar S. Germain, not perbaps with every letter but in ge= 
neral, 

He denied that ever he had any Correſpondence with father 
Le-Cbeſe, bur by St. Germain, but be was convinced tothe 
contrary when a Letter from Le Cheſe to him was produced, 
acknowledging the receipt of bis lovg letter of the 29th of Sep- 
tembey 1674. 

Being aiked of his going over to Bruſſels, he corfeſt he was 
ſent thither by His Royal Highneſs upon father Patricks com- 
Ing over from the Inter-Nuntio there with an imperfe& ſtory, 
and that from thar time the Correſpondence was carried on 
all along, he ſaid the L.eArandel of Warder knew of bis going, 
and thar His Royal Highneſs was acquainted with the jtumm 
and ſubſtance of the Correſpondence with the Inter- Nuntio.

That by experience it is found, that the aQintituled an 
aQ for preventing Dangers, which may happen from Popiſh 
Recuſants proved ineffeRual to remove Papiſts from Court, 
by reaſon there was no expreſs mention'd of the Queens Ser- 
yants, 

The Scope of the Bill relateth not onely to remove Papiſts 
out of both Houſes of Parliament, but alſo from the Court,as 
appeareth borh by the preamble and body of the Bill, and the 
Danger of His Majeſty may reaſonably be ſuppoſed to be 
chiefly in bis Court aud the ſafety of bis perſon, the Com- 
mons think ought more to be confidered, then any relpeRs to 
auy perſon whatſoever. 

Therefore the Commons ſay they cannot agree with your 
Lordſhips, neither in the expedient nor amendments.

Titus Oates being called in at the Bar, defired he might be 
heard a few words before he was ſworn to ſpeak to the main 
bufineſs, which being granted ro him, he complained of the 
reſtraint he is under, and being debarred of the liberty of his 
friends coming to him, ard of converting with any body in 
private, and that no Engliſh man oughc io be reſtrained, un- 
lefs accuſed by 'one or more witnefles, and prayed that the 
reſtraint mjght be raken «A, that be might be enabled to give 
his evidence more chearfully, and that the Houſe wouid be 
pleaſed ro Addreſs to the King for that purpoſe, and that bis 
pardon may be renewed, becauſe he is under miſpiifion of 
Treaſon: To which the Lord Chancellour coid him rhar the 
Houſe would take his condition into corfideration, and then 
being ſworn, he was told by the Lord Chancel}cur, that the 
Lords have received an Addreſs from the Houſe of Commons 
in part upon evidence by him given there, and thar ibe Houſe 
expeRs be ſhould give an account what that is, which bath 
begot ſuch an aſtoniſhment in the Houſe of Commor's, as is 
expreſſed ia the Addreſs, Upon which, Titus Oates ſaid,

That in the ſame Fuly, a Meftenger came with a Letrer to 
William Hartcourt for him, and Fohn Keynes, Bafil Langworth 
and Fobn Fenwick to attend the Queen ar Sommerſes-houſe, 
whictr they accordingly did, taking him with them, Harz- 
court telling bim he myſt go, when they were there, having 
paſſed by the preſence, he was left in an Anti-chamber , 
and they went into another Room, bur the door not 
being quite ſhut, he heard a Woman ſay, That ſhe would no 
louger indure theſe affronts, but would revenge the Violation of 
ber Bed, and aſſiſt in propagating the Cath-lick Religion, 

HeTaith he heard the words ſpoken, and when the Fathers 
came out, he being defirous to ſee the Queen, was introdu- 
ced by Langworth or Fenwick, and ſaw no woman there but 
the Queen with'theſe Fathers, 

He faid further, That the Queen had given ſeveral ſums 
pf money to Corker a BenediGine under the notion of _— 
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which he believes was only to pervert the Kings SubjeRts in 
their Religion, and that if Irelands papers be again ſearched, 
It will be found that ſeveral of them have had monney upon 
that account, and ſome ſo ſmall ſhares as two or three ſhil- 
lings, and that he himſelf had had ſeveral ſums. That as & 
circumſtance to induce a belief thas the Queen was ingaged in this 
buſineſs, be ſaith be ſaw Micho's Letter to the General of the 
Teſuites, wherein was mentioned of Four thouſand at one time, 
and One thouſand at anotber time given by the Queen, which be 
cannot ſay upon bk Oath, but believes was given upon thh account.

Then being ask+d why he concealed this matrer ſo long, he 
ſaid,[t was becauſe the Queen was theWW iſe of the Kings boſom, 
he bad not then acquainted the King -with it aud therefore 
not fit co mention 1t beforo a publick Councel, and if therejx be 
erred in bh judgment, it was not bis intention ſo 30 do. 
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Then he ſaid this Plot was defigned in 1690, he believes it 
was ſoin 1666, Further he could ſwear that their own Re- 
cords ſay it was deſigned upon the Kings coming in, in 1660. 
Aud being asked why he knowing this matter of the Queens 
being init in Fuly and Auguſt lait, did not acquaint the King 
with jt till November ; he lai, that the Queen was not to 
a& till all other praQiſes failed, and thar then ſhe was to 
have further notice, And being asked how he knew that the 
Queen had not notice inall this time, he ſaid it was to be 
done when the King ſhould take Phyfick, which was not done 
becauſe of bis going ro New: market, and being told thar if 
be had mentioned this marter of S1r George Wakemans Lener 
fo fully atrthe Councel as he hath done now, Sir George had 
then been takea in cuftody. To this he ſaid, that he had 
been up all the g4turdey and Sunday at night, and had atten- 
ded the Councel ſo long, that he was ready to faint, and that 
the weakneſs of his body fo confounded his memory, thar he 
forgot to mention thar Letter. 

Then being commanded to withdraw , Mrs. ERios was 
ſent for. | 

Then William Bedloe being called in, and Sworn, is 20ld of 
the occaſion of bis coming hither upon the Addreſs now brought 
up from the Houſe of Commons, and that his wbole knowledg con- 
cerning this matter is expefed ſrom bim, upon which be ſaid 1hat 
abous the end of *April or beginning of May 1677. There was a 
Conſult held in the Ghappel Gallefy ar Som merlſet-houſe, where 
were preſent the Lord Bellafis, Mr. Coleman, Le- 
Phaire Pritchard Sheldon and 
Lathan, and two French Abbots and the Qucen, ( and he 
thinks the "Lord Powis ) that he was below inthe Chappel with 
Walſh and others at the ſame time, and when the Con- 
ſult was over, Coleman came down and told Wa'ſh axd him 
that the Queen wept much before they could bring Her t0 is, but 
the French Abbots by their Arguments bad prevailed. 

Then he ſaid that he was afterwards diſpatched by Core- 
man with Letters for France, and that he overtook Stapleton at 
Cambray, for whom he bad Letters, which Letters Stapleton 
read by a Key or Cypher which he had in his hand, that $1eple- 
zon ( after he had read them ) faid I am glad they have 
brought Her to it, our party growes Stronger and Stronger, 
and Bedloe asking who was meant by Her, Stapleton ſaid the 
Queen, and thar he received this Letter from Coleman in bis 
own houſe. 

Then being aſked whether be knew the Lord Bellafis,he ſaid 
he did, and had ſeen bim at bisbouſe in'St, A!bones Square 
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about three years ſince, and ſaid he had no more to ſay of a3 
ny Perſon either ia or out of this houſe thea he had aJready 
charged. | 

Then being 4shed where be flood in the Chappel, when the Con- 
ſult was above, he ſaid he came in from the water Side through 
the Room, where the Prieſts put on their Veſtments, and (tanding 
below, be ſaw the Queen look over the Railes of the Gallery. 

Then being asked whether he knew Mr, Oates, - he {aid he 
remembred he bad ſeen the man at Vallidolid about a Month 
before Micbaelmas laſt was Twelvemoneth, but knew not that 
he was concerned in this Bufineſs, and that he went there by 
the name of Ambroſe, and that when he was formerly asked 
here if he knew bim, be denied it, becauſe he knew him not 
by that name of Oztes,and had not then ſcen bim here. 

Then Mrs. Elljor being come-is called in, and ſworn, 
and is aszked whether Mr. Oates ſent her firſt to the King or 
the King ſent her firſt co Mr. Oates, ſhe ſaid the Lady GerarZ 
of Bromley told her Dc, Tong would ſpeak with her, whotold 
her coming to him that Mr, Oates mult needs ſpeak with the 
King privately, and b-ing asked whether Dr. Tong told her. 
what it was about, ſhe ſaid that by the words he {poak, ſhe 
gueſſed the Queen was concerned, but ſhe did not here bim. 
lay why or wherci:, and that ſhe went to the King before ſhe 
ſpake with Mr. Oztes at Dr. Tongs deſire, - 

w After this the Papers that were brought in from the Coun= 
cel were read as folioweth. 

Mr. Oates doth inform that in the Moneth of Fuly be ſaw a 
T.ettey from Sir George Wakeman, in which Sir George did 
aflure Richard Thimbl:by to whom it was direQed, that the 
Queen would aſlilt him ro. poylon His Sacred Majeſty, and 
in the latter part of Fuly Mr. Oates did wait-uvon Tobn Kaines, 
Bazil Longworth William Harcourt and Iohn. Fenwick to Som- 
mecrſer bouſe where the Queen then was, and.in an Antj- 
Chamber did here the Queen ſay that She would not take 
thoſe affronts any longer that had beea done unto her, bur 
would revenge the violation of Her Bed, now the Deponent, 
being preſented before Her Majeſty ſaw no living ſoul there, 
bur Ker Majeſty,and thoſe fathers with whom he went to Fom- 
merſct houſe, and the Deponent did hear. the Queen ſay thar 
She would aflift them in the propagation of (utholick Religi= 
on, and hath by Corker the Ben:diine Moack given ſeveral 
ſums of money to pervert His Majeſtics SubjeAs as Mr, 
Oztes doth verily belicve, and ſeveral ſums have been ſo us 
ſed by | the Jeſuites-in Her Majeſties: name, and 5000, 
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to Deftroy the Perſon of His Majeſty and ſubvert Religion 
and Government, as appearcd by everal inſtruRions from 
the Queen to the Jeſuires, as the Jeſuites themſelves have 
confefled to Mr. Oates. 

Titus Oates 

This information was given upon Oath to me the 24th, of 
November 1658, , 

November 251th, 1678, Henry Coventry. 

Titus Oates appeared before His Majeſty ia Counce], and 
being Sworn on the boly Evangelitts ſaith, 

That in the Moneth cf Fuly Jaſt he ſaw a Letter written 
from Sir Georg Wakeman to Richard Aſhby, alias Thimbl:by 
adviſing him for his hea]th, being troubled with the Gout, ro 
take a pinte of milk in the worning and a pinre at night, and 
alſo 100 ſfiroakes of the Pump every day while he continued 
at the Bath. 

Thar in the ſameLetter Sir George Wakeman did declare his 
good liking of the propoſals abour poyſoning the King provi- 
ded good termes might be had, and added that the Queen 
would give her aflittance in that work, 

That in the ſame Moneth of Fuly there came a meſſenger 
to have ſome of the fathers toatrend at Sommerſet-bouſe, who 
were Fohn Keines, William Harticours, fFobn Fenwick, and 
Baxil Langworth, the meſſenger was one Sir Richard or Ro- 
bert he knowes not whether, being a wan of middle Stature, 
and about Forty four or Forty fave years of Age and a Nimble 
man, 

That being at Sommerſet- houſe they went all into an Anti-. 
Chamber that he himſelf and ſome others ( whom he remem=- 
bers nor ) were in the Room without, bur that he being curi. 
ous to here what paſſed within, and the Door not being quite 
cloſe, liſined and did here a womans voice, ( though be ſaw 
not who. it was ) to ſay that ſhe would no longer endure thoſe 
affronts but wonld revenge the violatiou of Hey Bed, and would 
«ſſift in taking away the Kings Life, and propagating Catholick 
Religion, | 

That upon opening of the Door he defired one of the fa2 
thers he might ſee the Queer, and being admitted he doth 
on his Salvation declare, that be {aw no body but the Queen 
and the ſaid Fathers. 

Mr. Oates being afterwards asked if the Queen ſaw him 
when he was preſented, he ſaid Shedid and took as much no- 
tice of him as one of her ranck uſually doth of fuch as be was, 
being then in another babit then at preſent, bur he thovgh: 
She garc bim a gracious imile, : 

: That 
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That the Queen under the notion of Chatity bath giveri to 
Mr. Corker ſeveral ſums of money In order to pervert His 
Majeſties SubjeRs ia their Religion, and that if Mr, Trelands 
Papers be again examined it will appear that thete was made 
diſtributions of this Charity, and ſome ſo ſmall as two or 
three Shillings, whereof be himſelf bas bad ſome ſhare. 

That as a Cicumſtance to induce a belief rhat the Queen 


' was ingaged in this matter, he ſaics he ſaw a Leiter which 


Micho had prepared to the General of the Jeſuices wherein 
was mentioned of Five thouſand pound given by Her Majefty, 
Four thouſand pound at one time, and One thouſand pound 
at another, which be cannot ſwear was for this end but yerily 
belicves it was, and being asked how he came to ſee that Let- 
ter, he ſaies Micho the | 9. of the order conſulted with 
bim about a Latine Phraiſe, and he adviſed bim to put a word 
into the Dative cale as being better Latine. 

Thar as to the queſtion why he concealed this important 
matter ſo long, he anſwered that he bad much diſtruſt with 
himſelf in bis judgment about the diſcovering it, and thar 
once he intended ro diſcloſe jt upon Sir George Wakemens buſis 
neſs at this Board, but was willing His Majeſty thould know 
it firit in private. 

Aud further upon this account and the objeRion that Pick- 
ering was imployed to have killed the Kivg with a Pifto] and 
Silver Bujlers, and rhat he had been _ with rwenty 
Stroakes for having failed ({ which was before the Conſulr in 
April laſt as near as be remembers ) it appeared the bafineſs 
was committed to otbers hands to be execured, he anſwered 
hereunto that the matter had been defigned in the year 1670. 
and that he knew Her Majeſty ( let her vertues be what they 
will ) held correſpondence with the Biſhop of Rome and the 
General of the Jeſuites by hands of the Jeſuices here, but that 
She was not to AQ until they judged things to be ripe, and he 
further ſaid that endeyours were uſed that the Queen ſhould 
nor be engaged in this buſineſs ti]] all other meanes failed. 

He further added as to the jaid queſtion of bis being ſo long filent 
in « matter of that dangerous conſequentce, that he was unwilling 
70 communicate any thing of the Queen 0 any publike Court, bur 
only 20 the King bimſelf in private, to prevent the danger She be 
ing the wife of his Boſom. 

He fajes he cannot remember the preciſe day when theſe 
words were ſpoken, but that ir was ona week day noton & 
Sunday and a day of ſome Solemnity juſt before high Maſs. 

Aud as to the place where he heard che ſame, he ſaies he 

never 
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never was there before nor ſince, but thinks he ſhall know the 
Room again if he ſees it. 

Being put in mind that he had declared at the Bar of the 
Houſe of Peers, that he bad no more to ſay againft any Per- 
ſon of Quality, he anſwered bis meaning was that be had no 
more againſt any of that Houſe betore whom he then was, and 
prayed tbeir Lordſhips to remember that he then deſired be 
might not be further prefſed to ſay any more tothe end his E- 
vidence might not be ſuperceded. | 

And being further queſtioned bow it came about thar be 
could not give an account of the preciſe day when thoſe words 
were ſpoken, having in other things referred himſelf to his 
Papers, he declared that he had not committed this thing to 
Writing, not daring to truſt more with ic then his own Sou, 
yet he hopes he may recolle& ſomething as tothe very time 
and would Examine his Papers, bur that they are in the cuſto- 
dy of Mr, Thomas Howard. 

Being asked wherher he knew Bedloe before, he ſaid "tis 
like he had ſeen him bur not by that name, but that if he had 
ſeen him *twas in Spain, and as going by the name of Willi- 
ams, but that he never knew him as concerned in this bufi- 
neſs, 


Mr. Oates being asked how many ſeveral hands be could- 


write, did anſwer, that he never had been taught any but had 
learnt of himſelf, and did write differently according as his 
Pen wa?, and that when he ſawa hand that pleaſed him he 
endeavored to imitate the ſame. 

Being further demarded, why he had omitted ſo material a 
thing againſt Sir George Wakemen, as the dangerous Letter 
written by him ro Thimbleby atorementioned, for nothing ap= 
pears of it inthe firſt minures taken at the Councel board a- 
gainſt Sir George Wakeman, he anſwered that he was atthar 
time faint and week, and had been up two Nights together, 
nor-could he then have ſaid that he ſaw Sir George write ſuch 
a Letter, bur that he ſaw a Letter ſigned George Waheman in 
Thimbleby's Chamber. 

And further reminded the Lords, that he did declare that 
when the Conſul: was held by the Benediftines, when Sir 
George was contrated with, that he was fick of the Stone and 
not there, but thar he afterwards found the contents of rhcir 
proceedings in their Entry Book. 

Touchbivog which ic was to}d him, that he had indeed made 
mention of ſuch an Entry Book at the Bax of the Houſe of 
Commons, bur no mention of it at tais board, to which oy” 
repl 
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replyed that it was an omiſſion occaſioned by his weakneſs at 
that time.

Mr, Oates bearing this his information read did further de= 
cl. re that it was on $t. James's Day, or 4 day before or after 
that be beard thc words herein before mentioned, 

Tirus Oates, 

Report of the Earls of Offory and Bridgewater read in 
Councel November the 26th. 1678, 

We went by His Majeſties eireQions to Sommer ſet houſe and 
tocke M. Heward and M. Oates with us in the Coach, 
when alighied ar the Door we tooke Mr. Oates between us 
and asked him, whether rhat time that he mentions he came 
into the houſe thar way, and he anſwers us yes, and ſhewed 
us forward to the Guard-Chamber Door, that he wenr in 
there and when we were come into the Guard. Chamber he 
remembred that Room, and ſo he did the preſence Chamber, 
for he ſaid he remembred the Cannopy, but when we went 
into the next Room he b«gan todoubt, ſo we went back a» 
gain with him into the Guard-Chamber,and he again aſſerted 
kis coming in that way, but we were again come into the pre- 
{ence Chamber, he began to tpeak ofa paire of Staites that he 
had gone up bur he couid not find them, all the Doors were 
opened and we went with him through the Queens Bed- 
Chamber through ſeverai little Rooms and opened the Galle- 
Ty Door, which he ſaid he had never ſeen before, and that 
thoſe little Rooms were none of them the Room he lookt for, 
bur ti] ta]kr of a paire of Staires, and when he came out a- 
gainintothe Room n-xt the Bed-Chamber he ſer one of the 
leaves of the Door in the poſture he ſaid the Doorthat he 
{tood at was in, but ſaid that was not the Door he had ſtood 
ar, bur ſti}] ra}kt of a paire of Staires but could not find any, 
We thewed him the Stairs that goto the Garden by the Chap. 
pel and went with him down to the Bottom, bur he ſaid they 
were notthe Staires he meant, when we came up again to 
go away he again ſaid he remembred the Guard Chamber, 
and when we went out of the Guard-Chamber into the walk 
between that and the Court- Yard, we carried bim to the fur- 
ther end of it, and went up with him at that Door, bur be 
immediately ſaid that that was nor the way he bad come, 
in all the ſearch he made for a pair of Staires, be ſaid the 
Staires he ſought for were a light paire of Saires, and the 
Rooms they went to had great Folding Doors and were bigh 
large Rooms. Offory F. Bridgewater.

and Pritchard told him after the Conſult that the Queen wept ar 
whats was propoſed there, but was over perſwaded ro conſent by 
the Strength of the two French-mens Arguments, thas he was 
below walking the Chappel at the time of the Gon(ult with others, 
of whom be remembers oncly « ſhort ſat man who was the Chappe! 
K-eper and Ar, Walth, that after the Conſult the Queen came 
through the room where the Prieſts dreſs themſelves, and that ho 
then obſerved ſome alteration in Her Majeſiy. 

That he was afterwards diſpatchr by Coleman withLetters for 
France, and that Le-Phaire and Pritchard went with him to 
Graves-end, That he went by Cambray and there overtook 
Stapleton for whom he had Letrers, which Stapleton read by a 
Key or Cypher which he had in his hand he ttanding at a di- 
ſtance, that atter Stapleton had read them he ſaid, well I am 
glad they have brought her ro it, we are now better backe 
then ever, but this Deponent ſaith he did not know who they 
meant by her, and that Stapleron furih:r added that they got 
ground every day,and that ir was better and hundred Heretick 
Kiogs ſhovld be d-ſtroyed, then that the Carholick Religion 
thould not be propagated, and ſays that the Conteats of thoſe 
Letters were about ſubyerring the Government, 

This Deponent further ſaith, that he did not call any thing 
of this foregoing information ro mind till Mr, Coleman did 
this day aver upon his Tryal, that he had never ſeen bis Face 
before in his lite , and being asked whar it was that Jay upon 
Spirits that made him &d:fi-e a further pardo?, for which the 
Houſe of Commens had _— Addreſs 19 His Majeffy, 

: | he 
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he ſaid he knew nothing of it but by ſome of the Yeoman of 
the Guard who attended him, but that he defired it leaſt he 
might have forgotten any _ , and that by a further pardon 
his mind would be at more eaſe to recolleR circumſtances, 

The Deponent further ſaith he cannot remember any thing 
of ſubſtance more at preſent, and that he knowes nothing 
- moreſthat is confiderable of any other Perſons. 

Being a5ked if ever he was at my Lord Weſftmorlands, he 
ſaid he was there abour this time Twelvemoneths as he was 
going to my Lord Brudnels, and that my Lord Brudnel came 
thither whilſt he was therc, and that be was like to have hada 
quarrel with bim he then going by the name of Bennet, and 
that he was never at the Lord Weſtmorlands but once, 

Being asked if he was not here in Priſon the laſt year, he 
ſajes he was in the Marſhalſes for his Brothers Debis, and that 
Harccurt and Le- Phaire ſent him moneys as ſoon as they came 
io Town that relcaſed bim. William Bedloe.

This day the Lord Chancellour by Intimation from the 
Duke of Norfolk , acquainted the Houſe with a doube that

Yet never- 
theleſs for avoiding of all Scruples and ObjeRions thar might 
otherwiſe be made : ſome of their Lordſhips did immediately 
take the (aid Oaths, and make and (ubfcribe the Declaration 
with reſolution to repeat the (ſame on Munday, which being 
done, the Houſe was moved to take notice of the good ſer- 
vice of the Duke of Norfolk hereig before bis withdrawing, 
which their Lordſhips took very well from him, and Ordered 
that a Memorial thereof be entred in the Journal of this 
Houſe for the honor of his Grace,

From the Dangers which we know at home, aud 
have already in a great meaſure overcome, be pleaſ- 
ed to carry your Conſiderations abroad, and weirh 
the dangers which may come from thence. 

We all ſee and know the Poſture of our Neigh- 
bors, and that the general Peace of Europe being 
once made there muſt needs be great Fleets and Ar- 
mics unimployed and ready for an occaſion, and 'tis

4 viſible, that ſome of our Neighbors are ſo waſted 


by the War, that they are unable to give us any help 
f we ſhould ſtand in need of it, and when we con- 
ſider withal the affiifted Condition of the Proteſtants 
abroad,, we may be ſure that every calamity they 
ſuffer is in ſome meaſure a weaking of the Proteſtant 
Intereſt, and looks as if it were intended to make way 
for a general Extirpa'ion.

The Defe&ts of the Poll- 
Bill which fell ſhort of that Summ which was allow- 
ed to be borrowed upon it, and by that, means hath 

d-ceived thoſe who did furniſh ſtores upon the Credit of 
that Af, unl:fs you relieve them, together with the 
continuation of ſome Additional Duties of Cuſtome 
and Exciſe; and it were much to be wiſhed,that ſince 
the Revenue at the bei was always ſhort of the ne- 
ceſſary Charge of the Government,a way may be found 
to take off thoſe Debts and Anticipations, andto ſup-

thatth e Lord Lieutenant bath in ſome Meaſure ſteered a dit- 
ferent Courſe, by ſhewipg Civility, and giving good words to 
ſuch of the heads of the Iriſh, as come near him, whereby he 
finds out only what is doing amongſt their Dep: ndents, and 
hath conceived this Method of Obviating Dangers, more ſafe 
rhan either by Rigor to Compe) them, and their Followers to 
live always in Conjun@ion, and to tak of their Misfortunes, 
or by Lmprifonment of ſo many of the Nobility of a Kingdom 
without Crimes objeted, or Commands from hence, mcur 
the S-nſure of Arbitrary proceedings, which are aeitber ſafe 
nor fit tor him to bear, 

Another pcint that hath been under Confideraticn before 
the Lord Lieurenant and Councel was, apropoſa] tor draining 
the Corporations, ( Eſpecially thoſe that are Gartiſoned) 
from rhe Numbers of Iriſh Papiſts, rhar live amongſt them, 
in O:der to prevent any Surpiizz or private Conſpiracy,bur 
when it was ReflzRed on, that no:withſtanging the ſeveral 
Orders and Prociamations that have tzom time co time been 
iflued, from. the Government, for the Repuifion of Iriſh In- 
habicants and Servants from the Townes and Gartiſons, ard 
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that very few in reſp:&t of the Numbers complained of were 
Licenced co Return, it was manifcit that it was the Engliſh 
themſelves, who did in moſt places receive them in again for 
their own Advantage, not knowing well how to live withou: 
them, they wantcd Servants, Tenants and Tradesmen, for of 
ſuch are theſe Numbers in the Town conſticured, and the 
Iriſh Papiſts ſuppli:d rhem with ſuch, and the Engliſh did not 
conceive this fort of People to be ſo dangerous a» beneficial 
untothem, ſothat the Lurd Lieutenant and Councel, do on- 
ly forbear their expulſion in whole or in part, but for conveni- 
ency or gratification to rhe Engliſh, however it iscertain, 
there can never be a true Remedy iherein, as to the ſecurity 
and improvement of bat Kingdom, unleſs by a large accefti- 
on cf Engliſh and Proteſtants there, and until that (hall hap- 
pen, all other Trials upon iheſe ſorts of Iriſh will be in 4 
manner but to lay ſome Townes, and very much of the Lands 
of the Proteſtants quite waſted and untenanted, And yet ir 
ſo fals out, that many on this fide, not Conſidering the Diſ- 
poſition of the Iriſh ro the Engliſh, nor the difference «ct tbe 
Lawes there as to Capital and Pecuniary MuiQts, from what 
they are in England, do think many things are defcRive, bee 
cauſe they are not there Executed, as they.are aud may be 
Executed in this Kingdom, upon theſe and other Reaſons of 
weight, the two prop. fitions atcrementioned were thought 
Impradticable. | 
But the principal and preſent ſecurity of that Kingdom, conþs. 
dering in the Ballancing the Numbers of kriſh with 4 »uperiori- 
1y of Strength, and leaving them Naked and the Engliſh in 
Armes, the Lord Licutenant and Councel did think fit to revive 
the Commiſſion of (Array, ſo that the Militia of that Kingdom 
hath been Raiſcd in all parts, and is now found in a better Con- 
dition than ever it was known 10 be, and 10 ſupply the Deſeft of 
Armes for ſuch Militia, there were not only appointed ſome Mer- 
chants as publick undertakers to bring in Armes from abroad bus 
withal, not wholy to depend upon thk performance, the Lord 
Lieutenant hath procured a ſupply out of Hk Majeſties Stores bere 
of Powdey and Armes to the Value of about Thirteen thouſand, 
which are now 4d ually landed in lreland, and for payment of 
which, he bimſe!f ſtands ingaged to the Office of Ordinance here, 
until a Parliement do mect in Ireland ro make proviſion ſor 
things of this Importance, but ſurely to have proceeded with any 
degree of precipitation, while the Engliſh were ſo unſurniſhed 
had not been very prudential. 
As to His Majcfties Forces in tbat Kingdom, they are well 
diſciplined and well paid, and it batb pleaſed His M>j: fly lare- 
ly 
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ly to ſend over a Reenforcement of about 13200 men, and 
the Army is ſo diſtributed, as that the Cities (which ace the 
Garriſons of that Kingdum,) are ſecured as well as it is poſlt- 
ble for the proportion of ſuch a Aſilitis, and ſuch an Army to 
make them, there is all rhe diſcountenance given ro Maſs 
Houſes in all places, which the Laws of that Kingdom will 
bear, nor is there Licence for Arms given to any but ſuch as 
need them, and for no more thaa is neccflary for their ſecuri. 
ty agaioft Tories, in their xemote and ſcattered habitatipns, 
and for whoſe Loyalty and peaceable behavior the Lord 
Lieutenant is firſt tufficjently certified by ſome Proteſtants of 
Note, | 
The Forts arc in as 4 Condition as the Stores and the Re- 
venue of that Kingdom will allow, and perhaps ſomewhat better, 
but is % manijeſt much more is needſul in every kind in caſe of 
Forraign eAttempts, and therefore ſeeing the charge of the Go+ 
vernment, and the inconb of the Revenue are ſo exaitly Ballan- 
ced by 4 ſettled eftabliſhment, that it k not in the power of the L. 
Licusenant to alter the ſame, aud that no Money can be raiſed from 
the Subje#, bur by Att of Parliament, therefore tbe Lord Lieu- 
renant bath been long endeauoring 10 have 4 Parliament called, 
and to that end, ſeveral Bills were tranſmitted the laft Summer 
from tbe Lord Lieutenant and Councel, which now remain at the 
(ouncel Board bere, together with a large Repreſentation of the 
State of »Accounts, depending with the Lord Rannelaugh and 
his Partners, who were latc undertakers for the Revenue of that 
Kingdom, and until their fhall be ſeixure (which fince tbe diſco- 
very of this Horrid Plot there ſcarce bath been, ) to ſend back 
theſe things with the mature confideration they deſerve, there is no 
viſible means left for the raiſing and augmenting the Publich Re- 
venuc, 10 ſuch a proportion, 4s may put the Kingdom in 4 ſuffici- 
ent poſture of Defence, asſibe Army, Fortificasions,and Storey 
in Caſe of . ny powerful Inviſion, 

Bur for the preſent, all things are there in full peace and 
quierrieſs, and for further account of tae preſent Stare of this 
Kingdom, and of what hath been done, or further reaſon of 
the particular here mentioned, or of any other thing which 
may have been left undone, there js no doubt but full ſatista- 
Qion by the Lord Lieutenant and Councel, when ſuch a pare 
ticular enquiry and demands are made, as ſhall be thought 
convenient, |

The addition to the Title doth ſhew that the Amendments 
made by your Lordſhips to this Bill, do wholly alter the nature 
of it, and from a Bill cf Artainder have converted it into 4 
Bill of Baniſhment, which the Commons cannot conſent to, 
for theſe Reaſons, 

I, That Baniſhment is not the legal Judgement in Caſes of 
Treaſon,and the Earl of Danby being impeached by the Com- 
mors of high Treaſon, and fled trom Jnſtice, hath already 
confeſt the Chaige, and therefore ought to bave the judge- 
ment of high Treaſon for his puniſhment. 

2, That Baniſbment being not the puniſhment the Law 
inflis upon theſe Crimes, the Earl of Danby might make uſe 
of this Remiſſion of his ſentence as an Argument, thar either 
the Commons were diftruſtful of their proofs againſt him, or

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is Alledged, nor did he:continue the Army when raiſed, nor 
was it la bis Power ſo to do, buras the Money granted by 
Parliament for disbanding the Army came into His Majeſties 
Exchequer, the ſaid Earl being thea Lord Treaſurer, figned 
Warrants for payment of the Money, and every part of it, o-"" 
yer to the Pay. maſter general to be paid for bis Disbanding of 
the ſaid Army, and took Receipts of him Accordingly, as 
likewiſe ſecurity from bim of 400000 Pounds, according to

But whatſoever be propoſed or negctiated in any Afﬀairs or 
Matters, relating to Peace or War, the ſame was with His 
Majeſtizs Command, privity and direRions, and not other- 
wiſe, and: without any Traiterous cr ill Defign and Purpoſe, 
The ſaid Eax] furthermore by. Proteſtation ſaith, that he can- 
not poſlibly imagine the reaſon, wherefore he ſhould be Po- 
piſhly afcRed, be having always been educared in, and 2 
Profefler of the true Proteſtant Religion Eſtabliſhed in the 
Church of Exzgland, and is no way conſcious to himſelf, of | 
his baving aRed any thing contrary thereto , or tending ia the 
leaſt cothe prejudice or ſubverſion thereof, which mighr give 
any juſt cauſe of ſuſpirion of bis being Popiſhly aff:Red, as is 
alleadged. And as toany concealment of the late PJor and 
Canſpiracy, againſt His Majeities Perſon and Government, 
afrer he had notice thereof, the ſaid Ear] by Proteftation ſaith, 
that about the middle of Auguſt laſt (which was the firſt time 
the ſaid E. ever bad any the Jeaft notice of it, His Majeſty ſenr

that no ſucceſſion in after ages may be able tro 
make the leaſt alteration. WR 

' And therefore His Majeſty , who hath often 
faid in this place, that he is ready to conſent 
to any Laws of this kind, ſo. as the ſame ex- 
tend not to alter rhe deſcent of the Crown in 
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a right line, nor to defeat the ſucceſſion, hath 
now commanded this to be further explained. 

And to the end it may never be in the pow- 
er of any Papiſt, if the Crown deſcend upon 
him to make any change, either in Church or 
State ; I am commanded to tell you, that His 
Majeſty is willing, that Proviſion may be made, 
firſt to diſtinguiſh a Popiſh from a Proteſtant Suc- 
ceſſor, then ſo to limit and circumſcribe the Au- 
thority of a Popiſh Succeſſor, in theſe caſes fol- 
lowing, that he may be diſabled todo any harm. 

Firſt, 1n reference to the Church, His Majeſty 
1s content that care be taken, that all Eccleſi- 
aſtical and Spiritual Benefices and promotions 
in the guift of the Crown, may be conferred 
in ſuch manner, as we may be ſure the incum- 
bents ſhall always be of the moſt Pious and 
Learned Proteſtants; and that no Popiſh Suc- 
ceſſor while he continues ſo, may have any 
Power to controul ſuch preſentments. In refe- 
rence to- the ſtate and Civil part of the Govern- 
ment, as it is already provided, that no Papilſt 
ſhall fir in either Houſe of Parliament, ſo the 
King is pleaſed, thar it be provided too ,. thar 
there may never want a Parliament when the 
King ſhall happen to dye, but that the Parlia- 
ment then in being may continue indiffolvable. 
for a competent time, or if there be no Parlia- 
ment in being, then the laſt, Parliament which 
was in being before that time, may reaſſemble 
and fit acomperent time without any new Sum- 
mons or Elections. 


And as no Papiſt can by law hold any place 
of Truſt, ſo the King is content that it may be 
further provided, that no Lords or others of the 

Privy Councel, no Judges of the Common Law 
; or 
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or in Chancery, fhall at any time during the 
Reign of any Popiſh Succeflor be put in, or 
diſplaced, but by the Authority of Parliament, 
and that care alſo be taken, that none bur ſin- 
cere Proteſtants may be Juſtices of the Peace. 

In reference to the Military part, the King 
is willing, that no Lord Lieutenant, or Depu- 
ty Lieutenant, nor no Officer in the Navy du- 
ring the Reign of any Popiſh Succeflor be put 
in or removed, but either by Authority of Par- 
liament, or of ſuch Perſuns the Parliament ſhall 
intruſt with ſuch Auchority. 

'Tis hard to invent another reſtraint to be pur 
upon a Popiſh Succeſſor, conſidering how much 
the Revenue will depend upon conſent of Par- 
liament, and how impoſlible it is to raiſe Mo- 
ney without ſuch conſent, bur yet, if any thing 
elie can occur to the Wiſdom of the Parliament, 
which may further ſecure Religion and Liberty 
againſt a Popiſh Succeſſor, without defeating 
the right of Succeſſion its ſelf, His Majeſty will 
moſt readily conſeat to ir. 

Thus watchful is the King of all your ſafe- 
ties, and if he could think of any thing elſe, 
that you do either want or wiſh to make you 
happy, he would make it his buſineſs to effect 
it for you.

The Commons have always defired, that a good corieſ- 
p-ndence may be preſerved between the two Houſes, 

There js now depending between your Lordſhips and the 
Commons, a Matter of the greateſt weight, in the Trav. 
2Qion of which, your Lordſhips ſeem to apprehend ſome diff. 
cul'y in the matters propoſed by the Commons. 

Toclear this, the Commons have deſired this Conference, 
and by it they bope, to manage tv your Lordſhips, that the 
propoſitions of the Houſe of Commons made by their Com- 
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wietee; in relation to the Tryal of the Lords .in the Tower; 
hare been oply ſuch as are well Warranted by the Laws of 
Parliament, and conſtitutian of the Government, and in no 
ſort entreth upon the Judicature of the Peers, but are moſt. 
neceflary to be inſiſted upon, that the Antient Rights of Par- 
liament may be maintained, 

The Commons readily acknowledge , that the Crimes 
Charged upon the Earl of Powbþ, Viſcount Stafford, Lord 
Petre, Lord Arundel of Warder, aud Lord Bellafs, are of 
deep Guiit, and cal] for ſpecdy Juſtice, but withal, they bold 
any Change in Judicature in Parliament, made without con. 
{cot in full Parliament to be of pernicious conſequence, both 
to His Majeſty and His SubjeRs, and conceive tbemſclves ob- 
liged, to tranſmit to their Poſterity, all the Rights, which 
of chis kind they bave received from their Anceſtors, and by 
putting your Lordſhips io mind of the progreſs, that has al. 
ready been between the two Houſes, in reiation to the propo. 
ficions made by the Commons, and the reaſonableneſs of the 
propofirions themſelves; they doubt not but ro make ir appear, 
theic aime bas been no other than to avoid ſuch Conſequence, 
and co preſerve that right, and that there is nov delay of Ju- 
Rice on their parts, and to that end, do offer to your Lo1d- 
ſhips, the enſuing Reaſons and Narrative, 

That the Commons (tn bringing the Earl of Danby to Ju. 
Rice, and in diſcovery of that Execrable and Traitercus Con- 
ſpiracy, (of which the Five Lords now ſtand Impeacbed, and 
for which fome of their wicked accomplices ; bave already 
undergone the $entence cf the I aw, as Traitors and Murder- 
ers, ) have labored under many great difficuiric+, as is not un- 
known to your Lordſhips, 

Nor bk it lefs known to your Lordſhips, that upon the Im- 
peachment of the Houfe of Commons, againft the Ear] of 
Danby for High Treaſon, and orher high Crimes and Miſde- 
meanors and Offences, even the Common Juſtice of {eque. 
ſtring bim from Parliament, and fortbuith commirting bim 
ro ſafe Cuſtody, 'was then required by the Commons, and 
denyed by the Houſe of Peers, though he then fat in your 
Houle, of which your Lordſhips have been fo (enfible, thar 
2t a free Conference the rewh of April laſt, your Lordſhips 
declared, that jt was the right of the Commons, and well 
Warranted by Prefidents of former Ages, that upon an I m= 
peachment cf the Commons, a Peer {v Impeached ovghr of 
right to be Ordered ro wiihdraw, and then ro vc commitred z 
and hadn't that Juſtice been denyed ro the Commons, a 


g:eat pa.t of this Scion of Parliament,which hath been ſpent 
in 
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in framing and adjuſting a Bill, for cauſing the Earl of Danby 
to appear and anſwer that Juſtice, from which he was fled, 
had been ſaved, and had been imployed for the preſervation 
of His Majeſties Perſon, and the ſecurity of the Nation, and 
in Proſecution of the other Five Lords, neither had he had 
the opportunity of procuring of bimſelf, that Illegal Pardon, 
which bears date tbe firtt of March laſt pait,and which be hath 
now Pleaded in Bar of ais {mpeachment, nor of waſting fo 
great a prop: rtivn of the treature of the Kingdom, 3s he 
hath done, ſince the Commons exbibited their Articles of 
I mpeachmevt gaioit him, 

After which tune thus loſt, by reaſon of the denyal of that 
Juſtice, which of right belor.ged ro the Commons upon the 
Lmpeachmert, the ſaid Biii being ready for their Royal Al. 
ſeat, the ſaid Earl then rendered himſelf, and by your Lord= 
ſhips Order of the Sixteenth of April laſt, was commitred to 
the Tower, after which he pleaded the ſaid Pardon, and be- 
ing preit, did at lergth declare he would rely upon and abide 
by that Plea ; which Pardon Pleaded, being [ilegal and void, 
and fo ought netto barr, or prelude the Commons from hav- 
ing Juſtice upon their [mpeachment, rhey did thereupon, with 
their Speaker on the Fitth of May Infiant, io the name of 
themſelves and all the Commons of Englend, demand Judg- 
ment againſt the ſaid Earl upon their Impeachment, not 
doubting, but that your Lordſhips did intend all your proceed- 
Ings upon the Impeachment, to follow the uſual courſe and 
Proceedings of Parliament. 

But the Commons were not a little ſurprized, by the Meſ- 
ſage from your Lordihips, delivered on the 9th. of May, 
thereby acquainting them, that as well the Lords Spiritual as 
Temporal, has Otdered, that the renth of May inftant ſhould 
be the day for hearing the Ea:] of Danby, to make good his 
Plea of Pardon, and ihat on the thirteenth of May, the other 
Five Lo:ds [mpeac hed ſhould be brought ro their Tryal, and 
that your LorG{hips had Addrefled ro H's Majeſty, for nam- 
ing of a Lozd High Steward, as well inthe caſe of the Earl 
of Danby, as the other Five Lords, 

Upon Confideration of this Mefſage, the Houſe of Com- 
mons found, that the admitting the Lords Spiritual ro exer- 
cile Juriſgiftion in theſe Caſes, was an Alteration in the Ju. 
dicature in Parliament, and which extended as well to the 
proceedings againſt the Five Lords, as tke Ear} «t Danby ; 
and if a Lord High Steward ſhould be necefſaty on Impeach- 
m:nts of the Commons, the Power of Judicature in Parlia- 
ments upon [wpeach ments might be defeared, by Sulpending 

or 
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or denying a Commiſſion to conſtitute a Lord High Stew- 
ard. 

Ard that the ſaid days of Tryal, appointed by your Lord. 
ſhips were ſo near to the time of the ſaid Meſſage, that theſe 
matrcers, and the Methods of proceedings upon the Tryals, 
could not be adjuſted by conference, between the two Houſes 

zfore the days ſo nominated, and conſequently the C.m- 
mons could not then proceed to Fryal, unlefs the zeal they 
had for ſpeedy Judgment againſt the Earl of Danby, that fo 
they might proceed ro the Tryal of the other Five Lords, 
ſhould induce them at rhis JunRure, both to admit the en- 
larzement of your Lordfhips Juriſdiion, and to fir down un- 
der theſe or any hard(hips, ( though with che hazard of all 
the Commons Power of Lmpeaching for time to come rather 
than the Tryal of the Five Lords ſhould be deferred for (ome 
ſhort eime, whilſt tele matters might be agreed on and ſert- 
led. 

For reconciling differences in theſe great and Weighty Mat. 
ters, and for ſaving that time, which would neceffarily have 
b-en ſpent in d:bates, at Conferences betwixt the two Hou. 
fes, and for expediring th: T:yals, without giving up the Pow- 
er of Impeachments, or rendring them incfteQua}, the Com- 
mons thought fit toproppaſe to your Lordſhips, that a Com. 
mittee of both Houſes might be appointed fur this purpoſe, at 
which Commitee when agreed t3 by your Lordſhipsz it was 
Firſt propoſed, that the time of Trial. of the Lords in the 
Towey might be pur off, till other matters were Adjulted; and 
ir was then agreed, that the propoficino as to time of Trial, 
ſhould be the ialt thing confidered, and the Ef-& of this A- 
gre-ment ſtands Reported, upon your Lordſhips Books, 

After which, the Commons communicated to your Lord. 
ſhizs by your Commirtee a Vore of theirs ( viz. ) that the 
Committee of the Commons ſhould infift upon the former 
Vote of their Houſe, that the Lords Spiritual ought not to 
have any Vore in the proceediugs againſt the Lo:ds in the 
Fower, and that wnen that matter ſhould be ferled, and the 
Me-rh-ds of proceedings adjuſted, the Commons would then 
be ready to pioceed upon the Tryal of the Pardon of the Earl 
of Danby, againſt whom before, (hey had demanded Judg- 
ment, and afterwards to the Trya] of the other Five Lo-ds in 
the Tower, which Vote extended, as well to the Earl of Dan- 
by, as the cther Five Lords, bur the Commors have as yer 
received nothing from your LorGſhips, rowa:ds an Anſwer of 
thar Vore, ſove 1har, y uw Lordihips Fave acquainted them, 
that the Biſbops bave 2+k- dlcave of the Houle of Peers, that 
they 
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they might withdraw themſelyes, frum the Tryal «f the ſaid 
Five Lords, with he liberty of entring their uſual Protefta- 
tion, | 

And though :he Commons Committee, have almoſt dayly 
declared 1o- your Lordſhips Cc mmirtee, that that was a ne- 
ceſſary point cf Right to be ſerled, before the Trials, and 
Offered to debate the ſame, your Cummittee always an- 
ſwered, that they had not ary pc wer f:om your Lordihips, 
either to confer upon, or to give any aniwer concernirg thbar 
Matrtcr. 

And yet your L:rdſh'ps, withour baving givenihe Come 
mons a-y latisfatory antwer roihe ſzid Votre, or permitting 
any conterence or debate thereupon, and contraty to the ſaid 
agreement,did on Thurſday the 22th. of May, ſend a M:fſage 
ro the Commons, declaring the Lords Spiritual as well as 
Tempcral, bad Ordered, thar the 27 of this inſtant May be 
appointed for the 1rials of the five Lords, 

So that, the Commons cannot but apprehend, that your 
Lordſhips have not only departed, from what was agreed on, 
'and in efte&, laid aſide that Committee, which was confti- 
tuted for preſerving a good underſtanding betwixt the two 
Houſes, and better diſpaich of the weighty Aﬀairs now de. 
pendirg in Parhament, but mult alſo n-eds conclude from 
the ſaid M: {I2ge, ard ihe Votre of your Lordſhips on the 14th, 


of May, that the Lords Spiritual have a Righr to fir in Court, 


til! the Court proce-ds to the Vote of Guil'y or not Guilty, 
and from the Biſhops asking leave ( as appears by your Lord- 
ſhips Books two doys after yuur ſaid Vote, ) that they might 
withd aw theanſzives, from the Trial of the ſaid five Lords, 
with liberry of cnter.ng their uſva] proreſtation, and by their 
perfilting til! ro go on, and g ve their Vores in proceedings, 
upon the [mpeachments ; ihar their defire of leave to with- 
draw at the f2i.i Trial, is only 22 evaſive ar{wer to the betore 
mentioned Votre of the Commons, aid chiefly intevded as 
an Argument, fora Right of Judicarvre in proceedirgs upon 
Impeachments,ard as a reſcrye< to judge upon the Earl of Dan- 
bves plea ot Pardon, and upun theſe, and other like [mpeach- 


ments, a!thougha ro ſuch Puwer was ever claimed by their , 


predeceflors, bur it is utterly d-nied by the Commons, 

And ihe Commons are the rather induced to believe it fa 
intended, becauſe the ve:y a king leave to withdraw, ſeems 
to imploy a Rizht ro be there, and that they cannor be abſenr 
withou: jr, and becauic by this way they wou!d have ir in their 
Power, whether or no for the furure, either in tbe Earl of 
Danbycs caſe, or any other, ih-y will ever atk leave tobe 2t- 
ſent 
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ſent, and the Temporai Lords a like power of denying leave, 
if that ſhould once be a&mitred neceſſary, the Commons are 
therefore Obvliged, not to proceed tothe [rial of any of the 
Lords the 271th. of this inſtant May,but to adhere to their a- 
foreſaid Vorte,& for their ſo doing,befides what hath been now, 
and tormerly by them ſaid ro your Lordſhips, do Offer theſe 
reaſons fo)lowing. 

1, Becauſe, your Lordihips have received the Ear] of Dan- 
bys Plea of Pardon, with a v<ry long and uſual proteſtation, 
wherein he ha.h afperſed His Majetty with falſe ſuggeſtions, 
aSif His Majeity bad commanded or countenanced the Criwes 
be ſtands charged with, and particularly ſupprefling and dil- 
couraging the diſcovery of the plot, and indeavoring to in- 
troduce an arbitrary and ty:annical Way of Government, 
which remains as a ſcandal upon record againſt Hj. Majeſty, 
tending to render his Perſon an! Governmenr odicus to his 
Peopie, agaivſt which it ought co be the firlt and principal 
Care of both Houſes to vindicate His Majeſty , by doing Ju= 
Rice upon the {aid Earl, 

2, The ſetting up a Pardon, to be a Bar of an Impeach- 
men!, defeats the waole uſe and effeR of Impeachments,and 
. ſhould this point be admitted, or ftand doubted, it would 
totally diſcourage the exhibiting any for the future, whereby 
the chiet Inſtitution for the prelervation of the Government, 
( and conſequently the Government it ſe}f, would be deſtroy- 
ed ) and therefore the caſe of the ſaid Earl, ( which in con- 
ſequence concerns all Impeacaments whatſoever, ) ought to 
be determined, before that of the ſaid five Lords, which is 
bur their particular caſe, 

And without reſorting to any Authorities of greater Anti- 
quity, the Commons defire your Lordſhips to take notice, 
( with the ſame regard they do) of the declaration, which 
that excellent Prince Charles the firſt of bleiſed Memury 
made in this bebalf, in his anſwer to the 19. Propofitions of 
both Houſes of Parliament, wherein ſtatiug the ſeveral parts 
of this regulated Monarchy ; he faies the King, the Houſe of 
Lords, and the Houſe of Commons have each particular 
Priviledges, and amongſt thole which belong to the King, 
he reckons power of pardoning, after the enumerativg of 
which, and others his Perogatives, His Majeſty adds thus 
2g2in,that the Prince may not make ule of the high and per- 
perual Power, to the hurt of thoſe, for whoſe good be hath 
ic, and make ule of the name of publick Neceflity,for the gain 
his private Favorits, and Followers, to the detriment cf his 
people 3 the Houſe of Commoas ( an excellent Conferver of 
liberty 
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Liberty &c. ) i ſolely intruſted with the firſt Propofitionss 
concerning the levying of moneys, and for the impeachipg cf 
thoſe, who fortheir own ends ( tbough countenanced by any 
ſurrepritiovſly gotten Command of the King, have violated 
thar Law ) which is bound, when he kar ws it to proteR, and 
toahe Protection of which they were bound, to adviſe him ar 
leaft nor to ſerve him in the contrary, and the Lords being
